The efforts'of the-volunteer rescuers 


were centered-on the location-of-one 
little lifeboat, which, overcrowded .with 
men, was the last .to leave the Hestia. 
When last observed the occupants of 
the frail craft were struggling,in the 
heavy sea." The wind was blowing a 
gale oft shore and it was the-general 
opinion that the'lifeboat had besn-car- 
ries out-to' sea.

The condition of the six men res- 


cued by the life-savers was pitiable. 
Left on the^iyrecked vessel with the 
last boat'gone! and with no chance oE 
escape in view, the men's nerves save 
way under the strain.. When taken off 
by the life-savers the survivors were 
almost unconscious from exhaustion.

Ignorant of Bank's Affairs. 


Mr. Shirk has^ repeatedly stated tha 


because of his many ' business inter- 
ests and tho time he devoted to travel, 
he had paid little attention to the' af- 
fairs of his Tipton bank. He trusted 
the Marker brothers implicitly he said 
and the1 directors, who were members 
ot his family took little part in the 
bank's operation. It was-very profit- 
able and the directors were satisfied. 


The national banking laws do not 


provide for criminal prosecution in the 
case of negligence ot bank directors. 
The comptroller ot'the currency can 
only revoke their charter. It is In 
cases of this sort, it is pointed out 'by 
the government authorities that reme- 
dial legislation is particularly needed. 


Other Bank Cases. 


Of secondary interest to the Shirk- 


Marker case !s that ot Max C. Em- 
merich, who was a bookkeeper in the 
Capital National bank, of Indianapolis, 
-and who with Harry C. Prlnzler and 
Paul C. Gall, a merchant, is charged 
with having defrauded the 'bank oC 
$40.000. 
Emmerich manipulated the 


books, it is alleged, so that he and 
Prinzler and Gall could draw on their 
accounts thousands of'dollars of th- 
bank's funds.

He was for 
a time a deputy in the office of Coun- 
ty Treasurer Funk, then embarked In 
the oil business and finally established 
a grocery on South Falrfield avenue, 
which he conducted 'down to the tim« 
of his death. - 


Politically Mr. Templar was a re- 


publican, and _was formerly active In 
the work of his party here. He was 
once nominated for the city council 
but failed of election. Fraternally he 
was affiliated with Ben-Hur court No7 
86, the I. 0. Foresters and the Na- 
tional Union, having been financial 
secretary ot the latter.two organiza- 
tions for' many years.

friends.. He was a member of Wayns 
Street M: E. church.

Oliver Otia Howard 
was 
born in 


Leeda, lie., Xov. 8, 1830. At 20 years 
of age he wns graduated at Bowdotn 
college. 
Soon after he wan admitted 


to West Point, .whero he-was gradu- 
ated In 1854. His first appointment 
subsequently was field duty in the In- 
dian war In the state o£ Florida. 
He 


returned to the academy, where 
he 


served as assistant professor in math- 
ematics. . 


In June, ISM, he was made a colonel 


or volunteers and fought at the battle 
of Bull Run as commander of a brig- 
ade. He was promoted to be a briga- 
dier general in the same year. Con- 
tinuing in active service, he was In the 
Virginia campaign and lost an arm at 
the battle of Fair Oaks. He was made 
a major general of volunteers In No- 
vember, 1S02, and commanded the Sec- 
ond Army Corps at 
the battles 
of 


Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. 


Honored by Act of Congress. 
' 


His'brilliant generalship in this en- 


jagemcnt was honored with- recognl- 
:ion 
by congress, which passed reso- 


utlons of thanks to Gen. Meade and 
him for the victory. By a subsequent 
vote the name of Gen. Hancock was 
Included in the resolutions. 


In 1863 Howard's command was in 


Tennessee, where he participated In 
the battle, of Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge. 
The- next year lie 


was in command of the Fourth Corps 
of the army of the Cumberland-and 
took part in the engagements fought 
at Dalton, Res'aca and Kenesaw Moun- 
tain. Subsequently he assisted in the 
siege of Atlanta, and commanded un- 
der Sherman in the historic march to 
the sea. 


After the termination- of the war he 


acted as commissioner of the Freed- 
men's Bureau, an office which he held 
until 1S72. His next appointment was 
as special commissioner-of Indian af- 
fairs. From 1873 until 18S1 ho served 
on the Indian frontier. In December, 
1S8S, 
ho was made-a brigadier general 


in the regular army, and trio next year 
the brevet major general. 


Gen.. Howard was one of the most 


conspicuous founders of Howard uni- 
versity, "Washiugton, D. C. 
This in- 


stitution was organized by act of con- 
gress in-the-year 1867, and Gen. How- 
ard was 'its first president, from 1S69 
to 1S73. • Its object Is the higher edu- 
cation of colored students, but Its laws 
make no formal distinction. In regard 
to color.or sex, as to cither teachers or 
scholars. 


Later he was head of the military 


academy at "West Point.

party are made of craps 
and plain 


tissue paper decorated with appropri- 
ate designs 
In- strongly contrasting 


colors. - 


Some of tho dtmpleit of the Hal- 


lowe'en decorations are the best, and 
among the most 
striking 
are 
the 


witches and black cats cut from black 
arepe paper. 
The witches ride upon 


broomsticks and the cats liwe thair 
backs hunched up in the approved dia- 
bolical style of Hallowe'en. 


If the cats or witches 
n.r« 
to- be 


pinned^ to the cloths or to 
window 


draperies, It is not necessary for them 
to be stiffened. 
If they need to bp 


stiffened, a box lid cut to tbe-'desired 
shape may be used, the paper witch 
or cat being slightly larger and turned, 
all around. 


Black crepe paper is also the. most 


Btiffablfl material for the witch's, cal- 
dren, which nt a Hallowe'en-dinner 
may form the centerpiece.
